The decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in the Osage land case is so 
manifestly according to the dictates of justice 
and common sense that the wonder is the 
suit could have been so long and stubbornly 
contested. It involved the title to nearly a 
million acres of land in Kansas, which by 
the treaty of 1867 was ceded by the Osage 
Indians to the General Government. By act 
of Congress, passed in 1969, sale of the land 
to actual settlers was authorized, and was ac- 
cordingly made. Then the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas and the Leavenworth, Lawrence & 
Galveston Railway Companies set up claim 
of right to locate these very lands under the 
grants made to them prior to the treaty by 
which the Government acquired title. The 
claim was without a shadow of foundation in 
right, and was simply an attempt of the 
Companies to rob the settlers of their im- 
provements, and made upon the theory that 
the longest purse must win in the end in the 
courts. Authority, however, was obtained 
trom the Attorney-General to bring suit 
in the name of the United States to 
settle the title. This was decided ig 
favor of the settlers in the United States 
District Court; then, on appeal, again 
decided in their favor by the United 
States Circuit Court; and now by the 
Supreme Court, affirming finally the 
title of the settlers. The decision, as re- 
ported, does not touch the question as to the 
right of homestead settlers upon lands which 
the United States owned at the time of land- 
grants made to railway companies, under 
which the latter seek to locate the land It 
indicates, however, that the leaning of the 
Court is toward upholding the rights of bona- 
fide settlers against the land-grant companies, 
which, in order to escape local taxation, de- 
fer locating their grants until they have’ made 
sales, which they do without regard to the 
rights of settlers, whose means render it 


the title in the courts as against the rich 
An act of Congress is needed 
to protect their rights. 


THE MONSTER MEETING. 
The meeting at Exposition Hall last night 
was in all respects the greatest meeting ever 
held. under a roof in this city. In point of 
numbers it far exceeded any assemblage ever 
witnessed in the West. The monster hall, 
when the meeting organized and for some 
time after, contained not less than 25,000 
persons, Though there were two stands, one 
at each end, a large part of the multitude 
could not hear, and retired, Still, for two 
hours there was a constant stream of persons 
entering the hall, taking the places of those 
passing out, It is gate to say that during the 
evening 40,000 personas, almost without ex- 
ception voters, attended the meeting, Such 
an outpouring of earnest men has rarely 
been witnessed, Everything was quiet and 
orderly, and this very quiet and 
order were ominous of the firmness and de- 
termination of the men there assembled, No 
suph vast crowd of resolute men, meeting 
under such strong provocation, to consider 
such an infamous outrage on public liberty, 
wae ever more moderate and dignified in their 


We oan tell the four impostors who have 
usurped the town offices that the moderation 
of the meeting was full of significance. 
These men at Exposition Hall last night knew 
their strength and their power; they felt 
that in an hour they could have crushed these 
criminals, broken up their dens of infamy, 
and swept the whole combination out of ex- 
istence, but they forbore. The time for ulte- 
rior measures had not yet arrived. If the great 
and always hazardous remedy for great pub- 
lic wrongs is to be resorted to, it should not 
be done in excitement, but after full de- 
liberation, and after giving the guilty the op- 
portunity to render it unnecessary. 

The meeting, therefore, appointed a com- 
mittee of citizens to submit this whole matter 
to the four men, Evans, PIs, Rran, and 
Gurason, and demand that they resign or 
decline the offices they have usurped. In 
case these men shall defiantly persist in their 
usurpation, and challenge the people of 
Chicago to do their worst, then this Com- 
mittee shall call the people to again assemble 
and instruct the Committee, and to give it 
powers to carry those instructions into execu- 
tion.

great deal, of which his course as Secretary 
gives assurance ; and that his nomination de- 
pends upon the recognition by the country 
of his eminent fitness for office.” The coun- 
try is rapidly recognizing that, and the pop- 
ular sense of his fitness is daily broadening. 
At Cincinnati, the partisans of Moron, 
Corxiine, and Bram, who, together, will 
constitute the majority of the Convention, 
will meet .with the certainty that neither of 
these can command a majority, and after 
the first ballot the Commercial predicts that 
all the loose votes "—those freed from 
their instructions by the first ballot—will 
flow to him, because it will then be manifest 
from the strong popular current for him, 
that, if nominated, his election will be cer- 
tain.” The Commercial, in conclusion, says :

It means 
plainly that without Baistow they lose the campaign, 
for the South is Democratic at all eventa, and the Re- 
publican candidate must carry Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, and New York; andas the Republican politicians

APPEALING TO THE COURTS TO PUNISH 
ELECTION FRAUDS. 
The plea that the four men who have 


fraudulently seized the town offices in South 
Chicago, in behalf of themselves and four- 


turbed until dispossessed by the Supreme 
Conrt, however good in ordinary cases and 
under ordinary circumstances, is wholly inap- 
plicable in this case, The people of Chicago 
have for years danced obsequious attendance 


| on the Bupreme Court, begging that Court 


to interpose the judicial authority of the 
Mtate to protect them against lawlessness, 
official bribery and eorruption, and againat 
fraudulent elpetions and forged and perjured 
returns, and the Court has invariably dis. 
miased the appeals, telling them in effect that 
there was no legal redress for stuffed ballot- 
boxes, no puhishment for offical bribery, 
and no legal power to restrain illegal and 
dishonest official acta. 

We are not arraigning or criticising the Su- 
preme Court; we are not questioning its 
learning or ite politics; we refer to these 
things to show that, as against the open, con- 
fessed, and notorious frauds of last week, there 
is no legal redress, no judicial deliverance, no 
remedy and no prevention, and for such 
crimes there is no legal punishment. Such 
is the solemn adjudication of the highest 
Court in Illinois. The courts being closed to 
the people both as for protection and redress 
of frauds and for punishment of the crime, 
the fatal consequences are now upon the pub- 
lic. A year ago there was a town election in 
this city, in which the contestants, Tom 
Four and Mn Evans, Paris and Ga- 
son, publicly and ostentatiously staffed 
the ballot-boxes on one another, and 
made the form of an _ election a 
broad burlesque upon law, morality, and 
desency. As the issue was confined 
in that case to the mere supremacy of one 
gang of criminals over another, the declared 
result was a matter of indifference to the 
general public. But a few days after that 
disgraceful exhibition, the official and per- 
sonal dependents of the Mayor, and of the 
corrupt majority in the Common Council, and 
in the several bramches of the City Govern- 
ment, hired and employed the same machine- 
ry and the same means used at the town 
meetings to stuff the ballot-boxes, forge re- 
turns, and secure a fraudulenk declared result 
of a city election. And so successful were 
these means employed that, through these 
frauds, the old existing city charter was 
wiped out, obliterated, and a new one adopted 
continuing the Mayor in office, as it was 
claimed, eighteen months beyond the term

Having thus swept away all the safeguards 
against election-frauds provided by law, the 
Court went further and solemnly declared 
that, though the 5,000 illegal votes counted 
for the charter largely exceeded the declared 
majority by which the charter was adopted, 
it was immaterial, because there might 
have been equal irregularity affecting the re- 
turns of alike number of votes against in- 
corporation” in other wards! The Court 
had before it the fact that 5,000 fraudulent 
votes had been given for the charter; tifat the 
whole majority for such charter, including 
these votes, was 1,000; and the Court offset 
this fact by assuming the possibility that 
there were 5,000 illegal votes given on the 
other side! of which there was not the. re- 
motest suggestion or proof. So the Court 
turned the people out of doors, and gave the 
protection of the law to the criminals who 


had stuffed the ballot-boxes and forged the 


returns. 

All that Evans and Ep Pxr.uirs 
have to say now in answer to the appeal to 
the courts is that, in the language of the 
Supreme Court, the laws regulating elections 
are “ merely directory and not obligatory.” 


The law di that elections shall be hon- 


est, but not make it obligatory! That, 
while the law directs that the judges of elec- 
tion shall count the ballots deposited by the 
voters, and no others, and shall not count 
other ballots put in the box by the thousand, 
still, this is not obligatory on the election 
judges, who, if they include 5,000 illegal bal- 
lots in the count, may fairly assume that 
they are only offsetting a like proceeding in 
other wards! And, in the face of,this decis- 
ion, there are intelligent nien who talk of an 
appeal to the Courts against ballot-box stpff- 
ing and fraudulent returns 

There is no relief or protection for ballot- 
box stuffing to be received from the Courts. 
The criminals of Chicago are covered by the 
zwgis of the Supreme Court; the law against 
such crime is no longer obligatory— it is mere- 
ly “directory.” The emptying of the legal 
votes cast at an election, and the filling of 
the boxes with other ballots not polled at all, 
by the sworn officers of the election, are no 
longer crimes ; they are simply non-conform- 
ities with the non-obligatory directions of the 
statute law of the State of Illinois! 

There being no law, and no court to which 
the four hundred thousand owners of four 
hundred millions of property in this city can 
appeal for protection against the organized 
criminal classes who. have usurped all the 
divisions of the local government, what are 
the people to do? Are they powerless? 
Have they no right to oppose force by force? 
Is the law which secures these criminal 
usurpers in their places ‘obligatory ” or 
‘*directory”? Have the people ever sur- 
rendered the right to expel the usurper who 
enters their houses to take control of their 
households? Have the people in the aggre- 
gate surrendered their right to expel the men 
who have seized the offices to which they 
have never heen clected, and who have con- 
verted the forms of law and the offices of 
civil government into a license to crime, and 
the means of robbery, plunder, and con. 
fiseation ? 


MR. COLVIN ON BALLOT-STUFFING. 

Mr, Couvin has appeared ina new role, 
that of the complete lotter- Writer. We have 
had froquent specimens of his oratorical pow. 
ers, Ile has extended the hoapitalities of the 
city to all sorta of people, from the Governor. 
General of Oanada to professional pedes. 
triana, and has displayed a faculty for elo. 
quence of speech that oan only be described 
as astonishing, There was atime when it 
was thought that he would retire from the 
Mayor's office to set up a new school of ora- 
tory. But he hag now turned his talents in 
another direction. It remained for Convin to 
take his peri in hand to demonstrate the full 
capacity of the English language for complex- 
ity and obscurity. He has written a letter 
to Marshal Gooprtt which is evidently all his 
own. Neither Mr. Fonnzst, the City Clerk, 
nor his Secretary, will claim any portion of 
the credit for this remarkable productic~ 
We quote a small portion of the opening 
sentence as a sample : 

Wuenreas, At the recent town election in South Chi- 
cago a gross outrage was committed on the rights of 
the people by the fraudulent substitution of other bal- 
lots for those cast by the electors, to secure the illegal 
return of officers who were not the choice of the ma- 
jority, if the public opinion, apparently well founded, 
be correct; and whereas, etc., ete, 

We hope Mr. Goope.t understands this. 
We confess that we donot. We can only 
catch occasional glimpses of meaning in this 
composition. Perhaps Mr. Cory himself 
did not exactly know what he wanted to say. 
Perhaps he did not want Marshal Goopg.. 
and his police force to understand it. He 
was dealing with a delicate snbject. Any 
utterance from Mr. Cory] on ballot-box 
stuffing must be peculiarly embarrassing, and 
is apt to be obscure. We infer, however, 
that he is inclined to admit that there has 
been some sort of an outrage, though he 
is yet a little. doubtful about the ad- 
visability of admitting it. Mr. Cor 
vin’s hesitation on this point is 
natural enough. When be speaks of 
“ the illegal return of officers who were not 
the choice of the majority,” he must be re- 
minded of the fact that he occupies precisely 
that position before the péople of Chicago. 
He has himself been holding the office of 
Mayor ever since last December contrery to 
the choice of a majority and through an 
illegal return of votes. It is just as much a 
matter of notoriety that the charter election 


the polls—one of them right opposite 
the City-Hall—for the purpose of intimidat- 
ing the honest voters. They permitted such 
handling of the ballot-boxes as made the 
stuffing process possible. As against all this, 
Mr. Col vm wrote no letters and issued no 
orders until public sentiment became so hot 
and determined that he could no longer 
ignore it, and then he warned the police to 
look out for the respectable people, but not 
the thieves and scoundrels. Now the simple 
fact is that ballot-box stuffing was inaugu- 
rated in Chicago during Mr. Cotvin's admin- 
istration, viz.: at the charter election, and 
that he was the first and chief beneficiary of 
its operation. His letters and orders may 
possibly have some value as literary curiosi- 
ties, but they will have no weight in estab- 
lishing his abhorrence of ballot-box staffing 
as long as he continues to hold an office, for 
the continued occupancy of which there is 
no other pretense of authority than the pro- 
visions of a charter foisted upon the people 
by ballot-box stuffing. If Mr. Corvin wishes 
the people to believe that he is opposed to 
ballot-box stuffing and its results, he will 
refuse longer to avail himself of the benefit 
thereof, and voluntarily retire from his pres- 
ent usurpation. ' 
THE POWER) BEHIND THE OFFICIAL 
THIEVES. 

The men who nominally hold the town 
offices in South Chicago by virtue of stuffing 
the ballot-boxes have been deterred from a 
more prompt recognition of public sentiment 
by the number and character of their retain- 
ers. The Assessor and Collector have some 
70 or 80 dependents, in the shape of deputies 
and assistants. These men are taken from 
the same class to which Pariures and Evans 
belong. They get their living out of these 
places, and therefore urge Pius and 
Evans to holdon. They do more than this. 
They belong to the dangerous classes. They 
are saloon-soakers, roughs, and vagabonds. 
They tell the Parmires crowd that, if they 
will keep their places, they (che roughs) will 
see them through. More than this. The 
Patres crowd believe that they have the 
active sympathy and will have theactive sup- 
port of the mass of minor officeholders under 
the present City Administration, who are aiso 
of the loafer andscallawag calibre. These 
tax-eaters know that they hold their 
offices at the pleasure of the usurper 
Col vm, and that Convo holds his office 
since December last through ballot-box stuff- 
ing. They are averse toa precedent which will 
make ballot-stuffing practically inoperative, 
for their turn may come next. So the whole set 
of official bummers in the employ of the city 
encourage the Pairs gang to hold on. It 
is also felt by these people that they will en- 
joy the special protection of Convrn’s police. 
All these circumstances have encouraged 
them to resist the demand for their resigna- 
tion longer than their own cowardly natures 
would suggest. 

But, in spite of this moral, or rather im- 
moral, support, it is definitely settled that all 
these men must get out of the way, their 
dependents and retainers to the contrary not- 
withstanding. It is not premature, there- 
fore, to consider the manner of filling the 
vacancies, The provision of the law relative 
to the resignation is as follows: 

The Justices of the Peace of a town may, for suffi- 
cient cause shown to them, accept the resignation of 
any town officer of their town, and whenever they 
shall accept any such resignation, they shall forth- 
with give such notice thereof to the Town Clerk of the 
town, who shall make a minute thereof upon the town 
records; Provided, that in towns having more than 
two Justicgns of the Peace, suen resignation may be 
accepted by any two of them; and ip case of the res- 
ignation of a Justice of the Peace oF Constable, the 
Town Clerk shall immediately, upon feceiving notice 
— tranemit s copy of such neti % the County 
Ulerk, , 

Aa to the matter of filling the vacancies 
there seems to bo two ways, It can certainly 
be done by special election, for the law pro- 
vides for special town meetings when any 
two town officers, together with at least ff. 
toon voters of the town, shall file in the 
office of the ‘Town Clerk a statemont in writ- 
ing that a special meeting is necessary for the 
interest of the town, and setting forth the 
object of the meeting.” But it is possible 
that these offices may be filled without a 
special election, which should be avoided if it 
is possible to fill the vacancies with honest 
and competent men without the cost of 
another election. The following provision of 
the law would seem to cover the case : 

Whenever any town shall fail to elect the proper 
number of town officers to which such town may be 
entitled by law, or when any person elected to any 
town office sliall fail to qualify, or whenever any va- 
cancy shall happen in any town, from death, resigna- 
tion, removal from the town, or other cause, it shall 
be lawful for the Justices of the Peace of the town, 
together with the Supervisor and Town Clerk, to fill 
the vacancy by appointment, by warrant under their 
hands and seals; and the persons so appointed shall 
hold their respective offices during the unexpired 
term of the persons in whose stead they have been ap- 
pointed, and until others are elected and appointed in 
their places, and shall have the same powers and be 
subjeet to the same duties and penalties as if they had 
been duly elected or appointed by the electors, 

The Justices of the Peace form a large ma- 
jority of the South Town Board, and they 
could probably be trusted at this time to 
make proper appointments. If the interests 
of the tax-payers can be protected in the as- 
sessment and collection of taxes without sub- 
jecting citizens to the necessity of leaving their 
business another day in order to vote down the 
bummer element, it will be wise and econom- 
ical to adopt this course. If necessary, how- 
ever, the tax-payers will consent to give an- 
other day to the work of purifying elections 
and protecting their property.

THE UNION PACIFIC RAILROAD-OMAHA 
BRIDGE. 


We called attention a few days since to the 
vote in Congress by which the Government’s 
first mortgage on the Pacific Railroads was 
released and a second mortgage taken in its 


would sanction such an expenditure of 
money. The special act of Congress was en- 
tirely unnecessary for the purpose of build- 
ing the bridge, but, in order to borrow money 
abroad, it was supposed to be useful as con- 
veying an ‘implication that the proposed 
mortgage would be a first lien on the bridge. 
The money was borrowed, and, two or three 
hundred thonsand dollars being left over 
after the work was completed and paid for, 
it is supposed and believed that the managers 
put the surplus in their pockets. At all 
events, when the bridge was ready 
for use they commenced charging 50 
cents for each passenger and $10 for 
each car-load of freight passing over 
the bridge. Fifty cents was the amount 
of fare charged by the omnibus and ferry 
companies, for carrying passengers from 
Council Bluffs to Omaha before the bridge 
was built, so that, to the public, no saving of 
money was effected by the building of the 
bridge. The interest on the bridge bonds 
amounted to less than $200,000 per annum, 
but the rates of toll exacted from the public 
amounted to fully three times that sum. 

It was supposed that this heyday of extor- 
tion had been put an end to by the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, which declared 
that the Omaha bridge was simply a part of 
the road, differing in no respect from any 
other bridge on the line, that no higher 
rate of toll could be 12 t an gm 
any other two miles of distance between the 
eastern and western termini. But not the 
slightest heed has been paid to the decision 
up to the present time. The charge of 50 
cents per head is exacted from all passengers 
going over the bridge, the same as before. 
It strikes us it is time Congress took 
some action to bring this swindling and law- 
less corporation to justice.

AMUSEMENTS. 


M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

The unfitness oft Richard II. for stage rep- 
resentation, which vas fully commented on in 
Sunday's Taisuns, was practically demonstrated 
Monday night. The play had all the advantages 
that revision could give it. It is said that the 
stage version used by Mr. Booth is largely his 
own work. If this be so, he deserves credit for 
® marvelous piece of adaptation. By the trans- 
position of a few scenes, and skillful division 
into qcts, the play is at once rendered compact, 
intelligible, and harmonidus in all its parts. The 
rubbishy scenes of the origipal in which Aumerle 
figures so largely are thrown into the outer 
darkness where they belong: many of the minor 
scenes, which were first introduced by the poet to 
assist in the setting of the stage, are likewise sup- 
pressed, and the ragged edges left by the cleaver 
are nicely joined together. The division into 
acts is specially worthy of commendation. The 
first act of the stage version closes with the de- 
parture of Richard for Ireland, which in the 
original occurs in the first scene of Act II, The 
act-drop falls the second time after the second 
scene of Act III., when Richard abandons hope 
and declares his intention of submitting to Bo- 
lingbroke. Act III. includes only the third scene 
of Act III. of the original, which for conven- 
ience is divided into two scenes, representing 
the interview of Richard with Northumberland 
from the castle walls and the submission to 
Bolingbroke in the base court. Act IV. is the 
scene of the abdication before Parliament com- 
plete. Act V. and the play properly end with the 
death of Richard. There could not be any bet- 
ter arrangement of the play for stage represen- 
tation. 

Yet, with this extraordinary advantage in its 
favor, Richard II.“ does not prove to be a 
goed acting drama. It does not catch popular 
applause, partly betause it is too refined and 
spiritual in its construction for quick apprehen- 
sion and appropriation, but mainly because it 
lacks the essential dramatic element of action. 
It has poetry,—not only of language but of sit- 
uation,—wud merit ag a concise and tolerably 
accurate historical narrative; but it has not 
that supreme appeal to the feelings which is 

© by the exhibition of emotion in coarse 
pBysical form. To recive feelings, enumerating 
them, analyzing them, groping them in fantastic 
shapes, and contrasting them with each other, is, 
or may be, a tribute to poetry; but to show feel- 


which it was designed. Charles Lamb. 
in his perverse fashion, contended that noue of 
Sbhakspeare's plays ought to be represented upon 
the stage; he has found few subscribers to his 
opinion; but,if he had said Richard II.“ 
ought not to be put upon the stage, he would 
have merely uttered a truism whicn the whole 
body of Sbakspearean critics, by their concur- 
rent authority, long agoestablished. Nor have 
the merits of the tragedy been overlooked. 
Many editors have preferred it to all of Shak- 
speare’s historical dramas as a study for the 
cioset. 

The main defect in the construction of the 
tragedy—which, by itself, would be fatal tos 
stage success—consists in the fact that the ac- 
tion qulminates in the submission of Richard to 
Bolingbroke. - A* takes place in the third act. 
Theuceforth thé audience are merely wit- 
nesses to the signing and sealing of the doc- 
uments which. are to consummate the 
usurpation of Bolingbroke. The fourth and fifth 
acts are a series of stirring and interesting inci- 
dents, but they are an .epilogue to the real trag- 
edy which has al Bey piace in the base 
court, below Barkloughly Castle. Tragedy does 
not depend for its climax on biood-letting. Tae 
butchering of Richard in the castle at Pomfret 


Mr. Booth’s personation of Richard is traly 
admirable. Some minor defects there are in it, 
but in comparison with the crowning mecits 
these are so small as scarcely to deserve notice. 
There is perhaps a shade too much of a disposi- 
tion, in the lees important speeches of Richard, 
to be melodramatic and to conquer applause by 
mere — = — the whites of eyes, and fond 
lingering in the guttural courts of horror. But, 
on the other hand, the artist is supreme, and his 
art without a flaw in all the noblest passages of 
the play.

SPECULATION ABOUT THE DRIFT OF VOTES AT CIN- 


CINNATL

Wasninoton, April 7.— Not half the States 
have chosen delegates to the Cincinnati Conven- 
tien, and yet people are already ciphering out 
the probable result of the first ballot. Every 
State is claimed by some candidate. and not 2 
few are Gown upon the slates of two or three. 
In the cases of States where no Conventions 
have been held. the attitude of the leading jour- 
nals, the views of members of Congress, and the 
letters recetved from prominent politicians, ‘fur- 
nish the indications of the drift of things that are 
relied upon in making estimates for want ef

SENATOR MORTON'S SUPPORTERS CLAIM

except Kentacky and Maryland. Avcooiding to 
this estimate of bis strength, which is of course 
considerably exaggerated, be will have 266 votes. 
The Morton men do not differentiate their States 
iuto certain aud doubtfui, perhaps because they 
are all doubtful except Indiana. 

MR. BRISTOW HAS NO ORGANIZATION 
working for him dere. aud there is aosolutely 
nobody to be found who assumes to conduc. the 
canvass in bis behalf and is ready to furnish 
figures as to his probable vote. The Bristow 
movement is rundiug itself among the people, 
apparently without much help from the politi- 
ticians. It is therefore impossible to state the 
number of delegates claimed for him, because 
there is no on to make claims. ' 

SENATOR CONKLING 
appears to count on the complimentary vote of 
the entire New York delegation on the first bal- 
lot, though how his friends can make it up with 
the Curtis faction is more than I can say. New 
Jersey is also claimed for bim. aud efforts 
are being made to rally sa few votes 
in the West and sodth om the strencth 
of his White House influence, but with 
poor prospects of success. Gov. Hayes will 
of, course bave the full vote of Ohio, and Gov. 
Hartranft of Penhsy!vavia. Mr. E. B. Wash- 
durue is siill a possible candidate, altnougn the 
lilinois men sav that iu asking for the nomina- 
tion for Governor he to abandon ali as- 
pirations for the Presidency. His friends, it 
seems, insisted upon knowing the direction in 
which he inten they should carry him before 
taking bim upon their shoulders. Sifting out 
exaggerated aud improbabie claims of strength 
from the above estimates, we may make up the 
following statement of what from present indi- 
cations promises to be the

THE BREAKING DOWN OF THESE ORGANIZATIONS 
by the force of public opinioe. He is not around 
trying to bag delegates, like Mr. Blaine or Mr. 
Morton, and if he succeeds it wiil be because 
the anares of those experienced fowlers will be 
swopt away by the rising gale of the popular 
will. Mr. Bristow will, therefore, prove either a 
very weak candidate or an irresistible one. It 
seems certain that he has broken in upon Mr. 
Blaine's forces in New England, and if he can do 
the same thing in Illinois and the Northwest, 
and can get two-thirds of the Ohio delezation 
onthe second ballot, the tide may set io his 
favor too powerfully to de turned It must be 
admitted, however, that the prospects, as viewed 
from a Washington level, strongly favor Mr. 
Blaine. 

Mr. Morton is likely to attain his maximum 
strength on the first ballot There is no possi- 
bility of growth, aud his nomination is an al- 
most impossible contingency. Some of the oid- 
est Republicans m Congress declare that it 
would 

DISRUPT THE PARTY. 

A New York member, very much respected for 
his good judgment, said to-day that at least 
twenty of bis fellow-Republicans had told him 
that if Morton were nominated they would refuse 
to support him. As for Mr. Conkling, no one 
bere, unless it be the Senator himself and Mr. 
A. B. Cornell, who ts now in Washington, regards 
his nomination as a possibility worth taking 
into account. Gov, Hayes is just a ibility, 
and a rather remote ove at that. If Blaine 
should fail to get a majority of the delegates, if 
the Bristow movement should come to nothéng, 
and if the Morton men, the Conkling men. aad 
Mr. Camcron’s Pennsylvania delcgation should 
join the Ohio delegation, Gov. Hayes could be 
nominated. But bere are three ifs ion a row— 
enough to vitiate any calculation. And, per- 
haps, instead of going to Obio, these forces 
would ask Obio to come to them, and join them 
in bringing out a new candidate like Mr. Wheel- 
er. The united Conkling, Morton, and Cameron 
forces will make the mountain, and the Ohio 
Mohammed may have to go it.

HALSTEAD AND BOWLES. 
THE QUESTION OF THE NEXT PRASIDENCY d- 
CUSSED BY THEM. 
New York T.mes, April 9. 

Four years ago Murat Halstead of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, Henry Watterson of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, Samuel Bowles of 
the Springtield Republican, and Col. Grosvenor, 
then late of the St. Louis Democrat, congre- 
gated at Cincinnati to make a President of the 
United States. They were all in favor of Charles 


our Francis Adams, whom Mr. Bowles has ever since 


been nominating for anything and everything. 
It is well known that powerful as they supposed 
themselves to be they did not get Mr. Adams, 
but did get Mr. Greelev. That they were dis- 
gusted is to state the matter mildiy. Halstead 
expressed his feelings by a vigorous expletive. 
More circumspect Watterson said next morn- 
ing, Its bitter, but I'm going to Kentucky to 
support Horace Gresley.” Mr. Bowles having 
two days to consider the matter on the way to 
his Massachusetts home, became reconciled to 
the situation, and thought on the whole that the 
nomination of Mr. Greeley was eminently fit to 
be made. 

When it was announced ycsterday that these 

EMINENT PRESIDENT-MAKERS 
bad met at the Brevoort House, there was of 
course aflurryin political circles. It was not 
supposed that the fate of the nation rested in 
their hands, but their peculiar genius for upset- 
ing things and making a row generally was so 
well known that their meeting was a matter of 
some pablic interest. But upoo investigation 
it was found that asa whole they had not met 
at all. Only Mr. Halstead and Mr. Bowles were 
in conclave, and they both resolutely denied that 
they werein any degree intent on making the 
next President. Mr. Halstead wanted t die-

The Democrats were practically assared of 
the votes of the Southern States, and unless the 
Republicans nominated a first-class mao, thor- 
oughiy imbned with the spirit of reform, and 
endowed with the requisite courage and ability 
to carry it into execution, they could not make 
sure of a majority in the Electoral College.

It was even thought that Bristow could 
carry Kentucky, while in the Northern States 
he would roll up a vote which would swamp the 
Democratic candidate effectually. As to the
